THE BASIS OF PROSPERITY 


— 


No financier nor. manufacturer may 
live unto himself. His success is 
bound up with the prosperity of the 
whole country. Hence it follows that 
financiers gnd manufacturers myst ‘be 


‘ held responsible for agricultural con- 


@itioas. If the farmers of Canada 
are not making progress the blame 
rests on the financier and manufac:- 
urer just as much as it does on the 
educatiorist aid the statesman. 
Denmark is’ an example which Can- 
ada might emulate. In the seventies 
and cighties’ Denn‘ark “was “in“a'? bad 
Way commercially, financially and 


productively. Every class began to 


seek a remedy, and found it largely 
in better agricultural methods. Since 
1893 cows have increased iia Den- 
mark by 16 per cent, and the value 
of butter exported by 129 per cent. 
The increased output from the cows 
of Denmark means about $30,000,000 
a year. The average yield of mk in 
1898 was about 3,000 pounds per 
cow; now it is 6,170 pounds. In 1910 
in the Isle of Fyden, 20,000 cows 
gave an average of 8,100' pounds of 
milk. ‘ 

How’ can this be done in Canada, 
because the farmers of this country 
are where the farmers of Denmark 
were 20-years ago. Let the bankers 
and business’ men in every town or- 
ganize an agricultural study club, 
and interest the farmers in it. 
Through this organization the farn- 
ers can be taught that scrub cattle 
and poor cows do not pay; that hens 
that do not lay 200 eggs a year 
are a poor investment; that a hoz 
which brings five cents a pound will 
cont as much to raise as a,hog that 
brings ‘ten cents per pound. To. ac- 
complish these improvements the bus- 
iness mien must lead. The. govern- 
ment never led the farmers sucvess- 
fully, and never ‘will, 

Out in Battleford a numter of 
merchants forzed g joint stock com- 
pany to obtain loans for the fasm- 
ers who were feeding cattle, The 
company got advances from the bank 
and loaned the money to,farmers on 
the ‘security of chattel mortgages on 
the cattle. This’ had a great effect 
upon the productivity of the farms

The information contained in he 
writ is something of this nac'e. 
The parents of the Lampi chill n 
died a couple of years ago, lea ing 
four infants, the youngest only two 
months old and the oldest six. years, 
leaving them 103 gcres of land in the 
vicinity of Sylvan Lake, in the Red 
Deer. district, 

Shortly after, the: Trusts and Guar- 
antee Compaay, of Calgary, became 
Administrators. About two years aro 
the firm of Michener, Carscallen & 
Chadsey,: of which firm Edward Mic- 
hener, leader of the opposition, is 
the head, enquired of the value of 
the property. The’ company, in re- 
ply to Mr. Michener, asked him to 
make a Valuation... Mr. Michener, it 
seems, made the valuation, and re- 
ported that the Janet was “worth $15 
an acre. It is alleged that in the 
valuation he overlooked the improve- 
ments on the land’ entirely. 

Shortly after that; the firm again 
asked if the land was for sale. The 
company offered it for $15.00 ay acre. 
The Michener firm then purchased it 
for a client, who, according to the 
information, turned out to be a clerk 
in the firm. The firm collected $7,- 
700 as commission for the transact- 
ion. 

Bightcen months later the Michen- 
er, Carscallen, Chadsey firm, despite 
the fact that land generally had de- 
creased in value, in the meantime, 
disposed of the land to an Ottawa 
firm for $25 an acre. The informat- 
ion is not definite, but there is good 
ground for believing that the price 
was not less than $100 and probably 
$125. 

So, according to tne informatici 
presented, the Michener firm,: after 
placing the valuation of $15 on the 
land belonging to the four babies, 
selliag it to themselves, and collec:- 
ing commission, clean up in these 
dull times something like $10,000 to 
$12,000 on the transaction.
